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£l4m UPGRADE OF 
TRANSPORT LINKS 


HARLOW’S tortuous trans¬ 
port network is in line for a 
multi-million pound over¬ 
haul after the Government 
announced major new inve¬ 
stment into the town’s roads 
and railways. 

A whopping £9.9m will be 
spent on widening a stretch of the 
busy A414 linking the Mil at 
junction 7 to the Southern Way 
roundabout, which itself will be 
scrapped and replaced with traf¬ 
fic signals. 

A further £3.58m has been allocat¬ 
ed to improve public transport links 
on First Avenue, with upgraded facili¬ 
ties for buses, cyclists and pedestrians

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between Howard Way and the A414. 

The money for both congestion- 
busting projects will come from 
Whitehall’s Community Infrastructure 
Fund. Work is expected to start on 
First Avenue imminently and on the 
A414 duelling scheme later this year. 

Meanwhile, the town’s rail link 
will benefit from separate investment 
in the West Anglia Train Mainline 
which could see commuters’ journey 
times slashed and more trains running 
from Harlow Town and Harlow Mill 
stations. 

The transport initiatives have won 
unanimous cross-party support from

local politicians, with Harlow MP Bill 
Rammell heralding the improvements as the 
first steps towards the town’s expansion. 

“This money will go towards supporting 
the building of new affordable homes for 
rent in the area,” he said. “We know that 
transport links are vital to successful com¬ 
munities and these projects will unlock the 
potential for new housing where it is need¬ 
ed.” 

His political opponent, prospective 
Conservative parliamentary candidate 
Robert Halfon, hailed the investment as a 
“great day for Harlow”. 

“This is long-awaited and much-needed,” 
he said. “It is a great day for Harlow and the 
thousands of motorists who drive into and 
out of the town every day.” 

Harlow Council leader Andrew Johnson 
also welcomed the news but expressed regret 
that the Government had not committed to 
the construction of a new junction on the 
Ml 1 to further ease congestion in the town. 

“Overall this is fantastic news for the 
town,” he said. “It is disappointing, though, 
that the Government didn’t take this oppor¬ 
tunity to recognise our need for a new junc¬ 
tion.” 

Liberal Democrat group leader Chris 
Millington added: “Infrastructure investment 
is essential to deliver the growth and regen¬ 
eration that the town needs and we will con¬ 
tinue to press this case for further 
Government investment in the future.” 

But Labour group leader Mark Wilkinson 
said the investment was proof of the 
Government’s commitment to meeting 
Harlow’s future infrastructure needs. 

“I’m delighted that Harlow has been cho¬ 
sen for investment in road improvements and 
public transport that will benefit everyone 
who lives and works in the town,” he added.

The rest of 
the President’s 500-strong entourage 
made their way to London along the 
Mil in a giant motorcade flanked by 
police motorcycle outriders. 

Soon after they departed, Russian 
President Dmitry Medvedev arrived. 
Early yesterday (Wednesday), the air¬ 
port also welcomed the Ethiopian G20 
representatives and, as the Star went to 
press, German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel and Italian Prime Minister 


Silvio Berlusconi were expected to 
arrive there. 

Speaking about the US President’s 
arrival, a BAA spokesman said: “In 
terms of how it went we were very 
pleased. It was a vote of confidence in 
the airport, in the way we operate and 
what we offer.” 

He added: “People were all genuine¬ 
ly very excited.” 

After the summit and a meeting with 
the Queen, Mr and Mrs Obama are 
expected to leave Britain either today 
(Thursday) or Friday.

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UP to 30 staff have been axed with¬ 
out warning from the Harlow 
offices of telecom giant Nortel. 

Bewildered employees were sum¬ 
moned to a meeting at the Canadian 
firm’s London Road base on Monday 
morning to be told they were being made 
redundant with immediate effect and 
would not be receiving severance pay. 

One former employee, who wished to 
remain unnamed, said: “Most people turned up 
to the meeting with no idea they were going to 
be made redundant. 

“The way in which the company and its 
administrators have acted is absolutely dis¬ 
graceful - we were given no notice, offered no 
redundancy payment and were told as recently 
as March 25 our jobs were safe. I feel as 
though we have been cheated, exploited and 
deceived.” 

The European arm of the company went into 
administration in January and is undergoing a 
comprehensive restructuring process. 

But despite the firm’s well-publicised finan¬ 
cial difficulties, administrator Ernst & Young 
had repeatedly assured staff jobs were safe. 

UK employment law states firms must usu¬ 
ally provide a 90-day consultation period 
before making redundancies, but an Ernst & 
Young spokeswoman claimed the administra¬ 
tors had acted within guidelines set out by 
insolvency legislation. 

“The administrators’ duty is to act in the 
best interests of creditors, so in the current cir¬ 
cumstances it has not been possible to give 
notice,” she said. “The administration works 
within the framework of the insolvency legis¬ 
lation and also gives due regard to UK employ¬ 
ment laws.” 

She confirmed staff would receive no sever¬ 
ance pay, adding all employees would be eligi¬ 
ble for a statutory redundancy payout from the 
Government. 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell said he was 
extremely concerned about the job losses, 
adding: “I am making urgent representations 
on behalf of my constituents to ensure Nortel 
follows the correct redundancy procedure and 
that staff receive the redundancy pay they are 
entitled to.” 



OAPs in service cuts protest 


PENSIONERS staged a 
demonstration at Harlow 
Council’s Civic Centre 
yesterday (Wednesday) in 
protest at cuts to services at 
the Leah Manning Centre. 
Up to 100 elderly people 
bearing placards packed

A 52-year-old 
'new' service 


N ewspapers the 

world over have all, 
at some point, been 
guilty of carrying a story 
which later on is revealed to 
be a couple of facts short of 
the whole truth.

A case in point is the story of what 
was touted as Harlow’s first-ever

was reported in the Star. 

However, it now transpires that the 
actual date of the town’s first Civic 
Service was in fact June 1957 - and 
what an event it was! 

Reported in the then-newspaper of 
the time, the Harlow Citizen, the 
service was held at St Mary’s 
Church, in Old Harlow. 

The service was attended by 
dignitaries from throughout the area, 
including council chairman Cllr D. 
Anderson, his wife S. Anderson and 
the rest of their family. 


Senior officers, police and members 
of Harlow Development 
Corporation were also in 
attendance. 

Hymns were chosen to conform 
with the sermon, which was based 
on the ascension story, and lessons 
from The Bible were also read. 
Cannon E.G. Bevan, who took the 
service, said he hoped the event 
would become a firm fixture in the 
council’s calendar. 

“We hope this service will be an 
annual event when people in 
authority can gather with us to seek 
wisdom and strength from God,” he 
said. 

But it appears his appeal fell on 
deaf ears since it took more than 50 
years for the event to be revived.

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Silence not 
golden for 
anti-social 
neighbour 

A MAN who drove his 
neighbours to distraction 
by playing loud music is 
the latest to fall foul of a 
crackdown on anti-social 
behaviour.

HWRA deal still a 
cause for concern 

SIR, The last-minute change of mind by 
Harlow’s Conservative-led council over 
the future of the advice centre offers a 
glimmer of hope for local residents, but 
serious concerns still remain about the 
council’s plans. 

There will be more money for advice 
services than the Conservatives originally 
proposed. Even so, the service will be 
operating on less than one-third of its 
previous grant. This will be a serious cut 
in the level of help available just as 
demand is increasing as a result of the 
credit crunch. 

There is also no guarantee the council 
will award the contract for specialist 
advice services to Harlow Welfare Rights 
or any other external supplier. If the 
contract is not awarded, the Conservatives 
say the council will run a limited advice 
service itself from within Contact Harlow. 
How will that be able to offer independent 
advice in cases where people’s problems 
are with council departments such as 
housing or benefits? 

There is no certainty of the amount of 
money to be granted to the Citizen’s 
Advice Bureau to enable it to continue to 
offer general advice. A council officer, in 
consultation with two Conservative 
councillors, will negotiate and agree a 
one-year-only deal with the CAB. And the 
CAB may no longer be able to rely on the 
benefits such as out-of-hours reception 
desking and cleaning costs that it has 
enjoyed from working in the same 
building as Harlow Welfare Rights. 

The only reason the Conservatives have 
been forced to come forward at the 
eleventh hour to agree any of these 
modest improvements, was the 
overturning of their original plans by the 
High Court, and an unprecedented 
backlash from service users, residents and 
opposition councillors. 


Is it unreasonable to expect 
MPs to buy their own plugs?

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Police dismiss 
suggestion of 
a cover-up in 
letter sent to 
Lubbock dad 



ESSEX Police said this week 
there was no truth in 
suggestions that officers were 
among the guests at Michael 
Barrymore’s home on the night 
Harlow man Stuart Lubbock 
died. 

An anonymous letter sent to 
Stuart’s father, Terry, implied 
that serving officers were at the 
Roy don mansion, fuelling Mr 
Lubbock’s suspicion that there 
had been some sort of a cover- 
up. 

“It might be a hoax but I feel as 
though it is significant,” Mr 
Lubbock, pictured above, told 
the Star this week. “I think they 
have something to hide.” 

Stuart died in 2001 after he was 
discovered floating in Mr 
Barrymore’s swimming pool 
after a house party. He was 
found to have suffered serious 
sexual injuries and had drugs in 
his system. 

Last month Essex Police 
apologised to Mr Lubbock after 
the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission ruled 
errors were made in the initial 
investigation into Stuart’s death. 
The scrawled letter, the original 
copy of which has now been 
handed to the IPCC, states: “I’m 
sorry about the murder of your 
son. Perhaps you should inquire 
how many police were at the 
party and if a police sergeant 
was transferred out of the area 
the next day. Good luck.” 

Mr Lubbock said he was 
surprised the officer who was 
sent to his Great Brays home 
last week to collect the 
handwritten message did not 
take the original copy which he 
said could have been tested for 
fingerprints. 

However, a spokeswoman for 
Essex Police said: “There is no 
truth in the suggestions made in 
the letter.” She added that Mr 
Lubbock had asked to keep the 
original copy of the letter when 
an officer was sent to collect it. 


Shock at theft of

A GRIEVING family were 
shocked to discover floral 
tributes had been stolen just a 
few hours after their grand¬ 
mother’s funeral.

“There needs to be CCTV up there 
because we have spoken to other peo¬ 
ple who say they have had things taken 
from graves.” 

Mrs Rump, who had taken photo¬ 
graphs of the flowers before going 
home, said the family noticed some 
had been removed shortly after the 
service last Wednesday afternoon. 

When her sister Carol Townsend 
(33) returned to the crematorium three 
hours later with her two daughters, 
who did not attend the funeral, she 
noticed their flowers were nowhere to 
be seen. 

She took photographs of the dis¬ 
plays and when she compared them 
with those taken earlier by her sister

they realised several arrangements 
were missing. 

“I went to speak to somebody about 
it at the crematorium but there was 
nobody there, not even in the office,” 
said Mrs Rump. 

“I eventually spoke to somebody 
about it to make sure the flowers had 
not been picked up or moved and we 
were told they hadn’t been. We even 
checked to see if they had blown away 
but we found nothing. We are absolute¬ 
ly devastated.” 

The family has now reported the 
theft to police. 

A spokesman for Harlow Council 
said the area was regularly patrolled by 
community rangers but added: 
“Unfortunately it is not possible to 
completely stop the possibility of such 
deplorable acts in cemeteries and 
churchyards.” 

He also said some cases of suspect¬ 
ed thefts of flowers and damage to 
graves was caused by deer.

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Man (22) denies sex 
assaults on elderly 


A MAN forced a 73-year-old woman 
to perform a sex act on him and 
threatened to kill her after he 
dragged her into bushes, a court 
heard. 

Michael Kayode (22), of Moorfield, 
Harlow, used a plastic bag to cover his 
genitals and covered the woman’s eyes 
with clothing during the attack on July 20 
last year, Chelmsford Crown Court was 
told. 

Kayode denies charges of rape, sexual 
assault, robbery and attempted robbery 
between July 20 and August 5, 2008. 

The jury was told each charge related to 
separate female victims. 

Prosecutor Deborah Champion said on 
Wednesday: “These were vulnerable ladies, out 
in the early morning and all in close proximi¬ 
ty.” 

Describing the first attack, she said the pen¬ 
sioner was cleaning rubbish in the Staple Tye 
area of town at about 6am when she was 
grabbed from behind and dragged away. 

About two hours later a woman in her late 
50s was approached from behind, her face was 
covered with a plastic bag and she was forced 
to the ground and sexually assaulted. Her 
handbag was also stolen. 

Giving details of the third attack, Miss 
Champion said the 63-year-old victim had 
been to the shops and was walking home along 
a footpath with the aid of a stick when she was 
assaulted. 

“She was grabbed from behind, a hand was 
put over her mouth, she was forced to the 
ground in a wooded area and told if she didn’t 
stop screaming she would be killed. 

“He tried to get a rucksack but ran off even¬ 
tually empty-handed.” 

The trial continues.

Trust workers 
are among the 
UK's happiest 

STAFF at West Essex PCT are 
among the happiest in the 
country, according to a new 
survey. 

The Healthcare Commission 
found workers feel valued by 
their colleagues and say they 
have an interesting job. 

Good communication between 
senior management and staff 
was also acknowledged while 
the percentage of staff receiving 
well structured appraisals in the 
last year also exceeded the 
national average. 

The results of the annual survey 
put the organisation among the 
top 20 per cent of PCTs 
nationwide for its standard of 
working conditions. 

However, the survey also 
showed the PCT needs to make 
improvements in some areas 
after it was found to be below 
the national average regarding 
staff working extra hours and 
health and safety training. 

Chief executive Aidan Thomas 
said: “These results are great 
news. If staff are positive about 
their work, they give better care 
to patients.”Where we didn't 
score so well, we will work hard 
to improve our ratings.” 

Small boost for 
recycling levels 

COUNCIL chiefs are 
celebrating after it emerged 
Harlow’s recycling levels are 
continuing to rise closer to the 
county target. 

The amount of household waste 
recycled and composted in 
Harlow has risen to 25.5 per 
cent from 22.45 per cent last 
year and the amount of garden 
waste composted has increased 
from 359 tonnes in 2007/08 to 
465 tonnes in 2008-09. 

However, Harlow is still well 
below other councils in Essex 
which have recycling rates of 
more than 40 per cent. 
Environment and community 
committee chairman Eddie 
Johnson said: “The 
improvements are largely down 
to our efforts to keep the public 
informed.” 


A BAND of volunteer sol¬ 
diers is to be granted the 
freedom of entry into 
Harlow in the first ceremo¬ 
ny of its kind to take place 
in the town’s history. 

The Essex Yeomanry will 
be honoured for its 220- 
year association with the 
area in a ceremony and 
parade which will form part 
of official celebrations 
based around St George’s 
day on April 25. 

The award allows the 
Yeomanry to march through 
Harlow and its district on 
appropriate occasions with 
swords drawn, bayonets 
fixed, its band playing and 
regimental standard flying. 

Being awarded the free¬ 
dom of entry does not carry 
with it any rights or respon¬ 
sibilities, but it is the top 


award the council can give a 
person or organisation and, 
according to Harlow Coun¬ 
cil, it will be the first time it 
has been awarded in the 
town and only the third time 
it has been awarded in 
Essex since the Second 
World War. 

Council chairman Tony 
Hall said: “It is fitting that 
Harlow should show its 
respect for the outstanding 
qualities of the soldiers, 
many of whom have local 
connections. 

“April 25 will be a proud 
day for the Yeomanry troops 
and for the town. It will also 
give a welcome boost to our 
troops’ morale.” 

The Yeomanry’s associa¬ 
tion with the area goes back 
to 1798 when Colonel 
Montague Burgoyne of 


Mark Hall raised one of the 
Yeomanry’s troops in 
Harlow. 

It is now continued 
through members of the 
Territorial Army who serve 
as members of the 70th 
Essex Yeomanry Signal 
Squadron. 

In recent years, soldiers 
from the squadron have 
contributed to operations in 
Afghanistan, Bosnia, 
Kosovo and Iraq. 

Proposing the award at 
Thursday’s full council 
meeting, council leader 
Andrew Johnson said: 
“Honouring these men and 
women in this way will be 
the biggest and most presti¬ 
gious public event Harlow 
has held in recent years; 
indeed, one of the biggest in 
Harlow’s history.”

TELEVISION celebrity 
Tamzin Outhwaite has this 
week raised the profile of 
the St Clare Hospice 
Midnight Walk by giving 
her support to the event. 

The former EastEnders actress, 
pictured right , told the Star: “I 
want to encourage as many 
people as possible to take part 
in this wonderful evening of fun 
and fundraising. 

A member of Tamzin’s family was 
cared for by staff at the hospice’s 
in-patient unit. 

“I have personally experienced the 
care and support that St Clare 
Hospice provides and the difference 
it makes to real lives. However, the 
hospice needs the generous support 
of the local community to be able 
to continue to offer its services to 
so many people each year.” 

Hospice communications manager 
Giles Wright said: “We have eight 
bedrooms at St Clare, each looking 
out on to the fantastic landscaped 
grounds with wildlife running 
around and plenty of bird feeders so 
there's always something for the 
patients to see. 

“Each room is designed to be more 
like a hotel suite than a hospital 
room. Every bedroom has its own 
en-suite bathroom, TV, stereo, 
telephone and wireless internet 
access. 

“The rooms are warm and bright 
and there is carpet running 
throughout the unit and the 
bedrooms. It doesn’t feel clinical 
but obviously these aren’t hotel 
guests; they are people living with 
life-limiting illnesses such as 
cancer. 

“Some patients are here for 
symptom management which 
means that their pain or other 
symptoms may have been 
uncontrollable at home and they 
needed to have the specialist team 
observe them and manage their 
medication in a more effective way. 



“It's important that the 
community understands that not 
everyone who is admitted to the 
hospice is coming to die here. 

The average stay for any of our 
patients is around 14 days and a 
large proportion come here to 
have our specialist help before 
going home. 

“ Some patients will choose to 
spend their last days with us 
because they know that they 
will be supported by 
the very best level of 
specialist care, which 
helps them to 
maintain their 
dependence and 
dignity.” 

Last year’s 
Midnight Walk, 
which follows a 
10km route around 
Harlow, raised a 
magnificent 
£106,000 which is 
enough to fund the 
unit for more than 
four weeks, caring for up to eight 
patients at any one time. 

“The in-patient unit certainly is not 
a dark or depressing place; it’s full 
of life and often laughter,” said 
Giles. “Sad things do happen within 
its walls but it doesn’t feel like a 
sad place. 

“Despite it obviously being 
incredibly busy with new patients 
arriving and others going home, it 
has a sense of calm and peace.” 
There is a huge need for such care 
as more and more people are 
diagnosed with life-limiting 
illnesses each year. That is why the

THE husband of a woman who 
died in St Clare Hospice is 
spearheading this year’s Spring 
Appeal. 

Sarah Wilkinson was just 29 when 
she was told the cancer for which 
she was receiving treatment was 
terminal and she had just weeks to 
live. 

“We were devastated,” said her 
husband Sean. “We decided to end 
her treatment and make her as 
comfortable as possible for the time 
she had left."

The staff 
bent over backwards to provide 
everything we needed, but they also 
gave Sarah the space and privacy 
she wanted. 

“After the nightmare of travelling 
down to London with the kids to 
visit her in hospital, it was such a 
relief to have her close by. For her 
last few days, the hospice gave me a 
bed in Sarah’s room and they also 
provided an internet link so I could 
keep in touch with the family.” 
Sarah was holding Sean’s hand 
when she passed away on January 


30 last year.

“Everything centres on the patient 
and their family,” said Sean.

A REHABILITATION unit 
for patients at Harlow’s Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra Hospital has 
opened in a newly built resi¬ 
dential home. 

The hospital has signed a three- 
year deal with Runwood Homes 
to take over the top floor of 
Alexandra House nursing home, 
which has been built on the site of 
the former Hamstel House . 

The unit will provide 38 beds for 
convalescing patients and will help 
tree up space in the hospital to meet 
demand.

Community midwife Justine Hughes has worked at PAH for 
over 15 years and is a member of the innovative Teenage 
Pregnancy Team which supports women under 20 who live 
in Harlow or who have a Harlow GP. 

Justine said: “ We are a busy team, I see over 30 women 
a month. I will be in constant contact with the women 
via text and phone calls to offer support throughout 
the duration of their pregnancy. It also means working 
closely on a regular basis with partner organisations, 
schools and teaching professionals so that we offer a 
network of support to the individual.” 

Charlotte Stead was on the hospital’s nurse cadet scheme. 

She trained as a nurse but returned to PAH to take up 
midwifery. 

Charlotte said: “I love the fact that you can face a different situation every day. Since qualifying 
I have also received lots of support via the perceptorship programme which sets out specific 
goals to achieve and at the end can mean promotion. The senior midwives are tremendous in 
that they lead by their own example, give you advice when needed and don’t let you feel you 
are being micro managed.” 


Women’s Health Unit and the support of our 
neonatal intensive care unit. The department has 
seen substantial improvements after an investment 
of over £1 million to upgrade the wards and improve 
the overall environment.

Elaine Prior recently qualified as a midwife at PAH and works in the Priory Team 
(covering Waltham Abbey and Harlow) and on the Birthing Unit. Elaine said: “I did 
my midwifery training at PAH and enjoyed it so much I wanted to stay on. I continue 
to have a mentor and supervisor that I can go to at any time ‘safety net’. I like 
that we give women a number of birthing options so they can make an informed 
choice. We all try to put women at their ease and make the whole experience as 
un-clinical and stress free as possible.” 

Rona Drumm has returned to midwifery after taking a six year break to have her 
own family. She works across the labour, antenatal and post natal wards plus 
theatres and the neonatal intensive care unit. Rona said: “PAH is a good place 
to work because you are a member of a committed and flexible team with access 
to a great deal of resources and support such as the bereavement service, senior 
midwives etc. The midwives work to empower the women.”

Hedgehog that 
lost his spikes 


HEDGEHOGS are well- 
known for being 
prickly little 
creatures so spare a 
thought for poor 
spineless Spud. 

A very unusual skin problem 
which has baffled vets has left 
Spud without any spikes. They 
have all fallen out, leaving him 
with no defence against bigger 
predators. 

The experts who have carried 


out tests on Spud say they 
cannot explain why he lost his 
spines. 

He was found in a garden and 
taken to Tiggywinkles, a 
special hospital for sick and 
injured wild animals, because 
hedgehogs need their spikes 
to keep them safe and warm. 
Tiggywinkles spokesman Les 
Stocker said: "We want to let 
him back into the wild, but 
without his spikes he won't 
have any protection. 

“Other than his balding 
exterior, Spud is like any other 
normal hedgehog and doesn't 
appear to be in any pain.” 

Spud now has to be given 
a warm bath every day 
followed by a 
massage with baby 
oil to keep his skin 
moisturised. 

But there is still hope for 
him as vets say they think 
there is a good chance 
his spikes will grow 
back.

Spoonface's moving lessons for life

A HEARTRENDING play which proved to be the 
Playhouse Theatre Company’s swansong following 
the group’s dissolution last year has been winning 
over audiences throughout the country on its first 
UK tour. 

Directed by former Playhouse associate director 
Michael Fentiman and produced by the theatre’s 
former general manager Phil Dale, Spoonface 
Steinberg is a moving monologue tracking the 
thoughts of a terminally ill autistic girl, brilliantly 
realised by Royal Shakespeare Company’s regular 
Zoe Thorne. 

By turns heartbreaking and inspirational, the 
provocative play is adapted from one of a series of 
radio dramas written by Billy Elliot creator Lee Hall 
and was described by the Star as “a little piece of 
heaven” in a review of its opening night at The 
Playhouse last year. 

Mr Fentiman, whose newly formed Beggars And 
Kings Theatre Company will be presenting the play 
at The Rhodes Arts Centre, in Bishop’s Stortford, 
tomorrow (Friday), said he felt the play teaches a lot 
about life’s struggles and the inevitability of death. 
“Awareness of autism having the possibility to be an 
active ability as opposed to a life-hindering disability 
is very important to us,” he said. 

“Spoonface, through a piercing ability to strip 
emotion and metaphor away, stumbles upon a 
genius’s insight into life’s struggles. Her ability is to 
help us see clearly, her autism being a gift of 
perception that illuminates hidden truths in things.” 
Spoonface Steinberg is at The Rhodes Arts Centre 
tomorrow at 8pm. Tickets are £10 (£7.50 cones)

FOOLING around with British 
comedy institutions isn’t always 
such a good idea - as Messers 
Ross and Brand recently found 
out, you’re more than likely to 
incur the wrath of those who still 
hold said icons fiercely close to 
their nostalgic hearts. 

So when a local amateur dramatics 
company decides to take the bull by 
the horns and tackle one of the most 
popular sitcoms ever created, the 
prospect is naturally met with a 
certain degree of trepidation. 

But the moment Nigel Fruin bumbles on 
stage in a flurry of nervous excitement 
and double entendres as everyone’s 
favourite wartime cafe owner, Rene 
Artois, any fears the raunchy humour of 
the original show would fall flat on stage 
are immediately dispelled. 

Follically challenged Fruin bears an 
uncanny resemblance to his TV 
counterpart Gordon Kaye, and the sizzling 
chemistry between the randy cafe owner 
and his pneumatic barmaid Yvette (Helen

Fruin) is naturally given extra spice by 
virtue of the fact the pair are husband and 
wife off-stage. 

But what of the supporting cast, who 
each had such important roles to play in 
the TV series? Officer Crabtree (David 
Cousins) effortlessly won the audience 
over with a cursory “Good moaning”, 
camp German Lieutenant Hubert Gruber 
(played by director Daniel Goode) was 
outrageously fey and flirtatious, master of 
disguise Leclerc was played with genuine 
relish by George Dabbs, and Michelle of 
the Resistance (Lacey Cousins) was 
typically feisty and fun. 

Ian Prosser gave a pitch-perfect 
performance as self-deluded Italian ladies’ 
man Alberto Bertorelli, Helen Storey was 
simply sizzling as domineering fraulein 
Helga Geerhardt, and Rhonda Tipple was 
a picture of sexual frustration as Rene’s 
understandably neurotic and long- 


suffering wife Edith. 

The storyline, of course, revolved around 
the painting of the fallen Madonna with ze 
big boobies, a priceless artwork stolen by 
the Germans and hidden in Rene’s cafe to 
be sold on after the war. 

But it’s not just the local German officers 
who covet the painting - Rene, Edith, 
Michelle, Captain Bertorelli and even 
Hitler all see it as a post-war goldmine 
and are desperate to secure it for 
themselves. 

When news that the Fuhrer himself is set 
to pay a visit to Rene’s humble cafe to be 
presented with the painting, a series of 
ludicrous plots are hatched among the 
back-stabbing Germans and randy French 
to impersonate Hitler and claim the 
priceless work for themselves - leading to 
a hilariously frantic final scene where no 
fewer than three Hitlers appear on stage 
at the same time. 

Crammed with booming belly laughs, 
priceless one-liners, enormous German 
sausages and frankly ridiculous aachsents, 
EHOS’s seamless stage adaptation of a 
bona fide comedy classic was a genuine 
triumph.

JUST when it seemed no one could 
challenge the computer animated might of 
Pixar, directors Rob Letterman and Conrad 
Vernon deliver an out-of-this-world adventure 
showing heroes come in all shapes and sizes. 
Fast-paced and peppered with cute visual gags, 
Monsters vs Aliens is a blast from eye-popping 
start to uproarious finish. 

Admittedly, Letterman and Vernon’s picture borrows 
heavily from Pixar’s 2004 smash hit The Incredibles, 
with nods to Godzilla and countless B-movies, but 
there are sufficient flashes of invention plus a 
smattering of heartfelt emotion to bring a tear to the 
eye. 

The opening section delivers one wow moment after 
the next as the camera drifts through space towards 
Earth, descending on a research facility where a 
scientist plays with an elasticated bat and ball just as an 
unidentified flying object hurtles towards California. 

The object - a green, glowing meteorite - lands on fun- 
loving Susan Murphy (voiced by Reese Witherspoon) 
on her wedding day - and before she can say “I do”, 
she sprouts to an impressive 49 feet and 11 inches tall. 
Held by the military in a secret government compound, 
she learns that other so-called monsters have suffered a 
similar fate. Her fellow captives include brilliant 
inventor Dr Cockroach PhD (Hugh Laurie), half-ape 
half-fish The Missing Link (Will Arnett), indestructible 
gelatinous mass B.O.B. (Seth Rogen) and a 350-feet 
long grub called Insectosaurus. 

“One other thing,” barks General W.R. Monger (Kiefer 
Sutherland), the military man in charge of the facility, 
“the government has changed your name to 
Ginormica.” 

In a freakish twist, megalomaniac alien Gallaxhar 
(Rainn Wilson) dispatches a giant alien probe to Earth 
to retrieve the fallen meteorite. 

The metallic monster easily repels every missile and 
bomb in the military's arsenal, so the president 
reluctantly issues an executive order to free the 
monsters and set them upon the invader from another 
planet. 

Monsters vs Aliens shoots for the moon and soars, 
melding colourful visuals and a script laden with belly 
laughs that should appeal to young and old alike. 

If Witherspoon's heroine is the emotional heart of the 
story, Laurie, Arnett and Rogen share the giggles, the 
latter in fine form as the brainless gloop who thinks 
he’s found a soul mate in a lime green jelly full of 
pineapple chunks.

Glory days of 
piracy on the 
musical seas 


THE BOAT THAT ROCKED 

certificate 15, running time 2h15m 

WRITER/director Richard Curtis appears to 
have a left much of his trademark 
saccharine behind for this tale of the glory 
days of pirate radio based loosely around 
the true story of Radio Caroline. 

The year is 1966, a golden era for rock ’n’ 
roll in this country, but BBC radio plays a 
mere 45 minutes of pop a day. 

So about 25 million listeners instead tune 
into pirate radio stations, which devote 
every waking (and sleeping) minute to 
music. 

One such station is Radio Rock, captained 
by Quentin (Bill Nighy) and crewed by a 
motley collection of DJs with a passion for 
vinyl, including star deejay Gavin (Rhys 
Ifans, pictured above), American rival The 
Count (Philip Seymour Hoffman) and 
sarcastic, cruel Dave (Nick Frost). 
Quentin’s godson Carl, recently expelled 
from school, joins Radio Rock for the 
summer in the hope that he might mend 
his ways. 

Instead, the youngster embarks on a quest 
to track down his biological father, who 
could be one of the crew members. 
Meanwhile, back in London a government 
minister (Kenneth Branagh, in panto 
villain mode) explores every legal 
loophole to shut down the pirate radio 
stations. 

The Boat That Rocked certainly rocks and 
rolls to a thumping soundtrack including 
The Beach Boys, Jeff Beck, Cream, Jimi 
Hendrix, The Rolling Stones and The 
Who, but the script springs an early leak 
as Curtis attempts to juggle too many 
thinly sketched characters and gradually 
loses ballast under the weight of its own 
unfulfilled ambition.

IT’S been 43 long years since rock 
ubermenschen Jack Bruce, Eric 
Clapton and Ginger Baker joined 
forces to form the first - and 
arguably greatest - supergroup, 
inspiring a host of brilliantly bizarre, 
gleefully experimental and often 
woefully misguided attempts by 
others of rock’s elite to recreate 
Cream’s richly deserved triumph. 
But even in today’s pick ’n’ mix 
musical universe, where the odd 
crafty collaboration can revitalise a

A dance on humanity's dark side 



WALTZ WITH BASHIR 

(Artificial Eye, 18, retail) 

Israeli director Ari Folman’s film is an astounding 
impressive feat, both a harrowing war documentary 
and a meditation on guilt and the fallibility of 
memory. 

Utilising cutting-edge Flash animation, the film opens 
with the startling visualisation of a nightmare of 
rampaging mad dogs; it’s a dream shared with 
Folman by an old army friend and an effective 
metaphor for what follows. 

Perplexed, he finds the story unlocks a dream of his 
own concerning the 1982 Lebanon war, specifically 
the three-day massacre of Palestinian refugees carried 
out by Christian Phalangists at Sabra and Shatila in 
revenge for the assassination of Lebanese leader 
Bashir Gemayel. 

Folman was among the Israeli forces who stood by 
and let it happen yet finds he has absolutely no 
memory of it, and so he embarks on a series of 
interviews with former army colleagues and friends in 
an attempt to discover the nature of his role in the 
war and the reason he’s repressed all memory of it. 
Not since Apocalypse Now has a film come this close 
to capturing the dream-like, hallucinatory nature of 
recollected conflict and it’s an interesting irony that 
having established itself as a film about recovering 
memories which may or may not be reliable, Waltz 
With Bashir is nevertheless scrupulously honest and 
truthful in what it depicts. 

It’s also a film of considerable humanity, less 
concerned with choosing a side amid the calcified 
politics of the region than with the price exacted by 
war from all parties. 

Included on the disc is a lengthy interview with 
Folman which further illuminates the events behind 
the film and how making it has in turn affected him.

SATURDAY NIGHT AND SUNDAY 
MORNING 

(BFI, PG, retail) 

An acknowledged classic of the British New Wave, 
Karel Reisz’s 1960 adaptation of Alan Sillitoe’s 
autobiographical novel remains a hard-nosed, 
unromanticised look at the lot of the British working 
class half a century ago. 

Arthur Seaton grinds away his days at a bicycle 
factory workbench, the grime and tedium made 
tolerable only by the weekends for which he lives, 
when he can fill his boots with beer and dally with 
married Brenda. 

Albert Finney radiates a charismatic vitality as Arthur, 
a man less certain of what he’s for than what he’s 
against, who meets the disapproval of others with a 
chirpy sneer and lives by the mantra “It’s a hard life if 
you don’t weaken”. 

The industrial streets and chimney-filled skyline of 
Nottingham are perfectly captured by 
cinematographer Freddie Francis and the film is 
brimming with energetic performances, although 
Shirley Anne Field looks and sounds out of her depth 
as the factory girl at whom Arthur sets his cap and 
who, by the end of the film, looks poised to help 
crush the rebellion from him under the weight of a 


conventional, semi-detached future. 

Extras include a fascinating commentary with Sillitoe, 
Francis and film historian Robert Murphy, interviews 
with Finney and Field, Reisz’s short documentary We 
Are The Lambeth Boys and a booklet of essays.

THE LONELINESS OF THE LONG 
DISTANCE RUNNER 

(BFI, 12, retail) 

Made a couple of years after Saturday Night And 
Sunday Morning, Tony Richardson’s The Loneliness 
Of The Long Distance Runner has aged less 
impressively in terms of its dated stylistic flourishes 
but remains a powerful showcase for Tom 
Courtenay’s outstanding performance as a different 
kind of working class hero. 

Disgruntled with the system and drifting into petty 
crime, Colin (Courtenay) is caught and sent to borstal 
to learn the error of his ways. It’s there that he 
discovers a penchant for long distance running and 
thus a way to demonstrate his disdain for the 
expectations of both society at large and the 
institution’s governor (Michael Redgrave), who thinks 
only of his own reflected prestige. 

Courtenay’s surrounded by a lot of competing talent 
(including impossibly youthful John Thaw and James 
Bolam) but still shines out brightly with a subtle 
performance radiating an intelligent cynicism.

Sillitoe, Courtney and film historian Robert Murphy, a 
video essay by cinematographer Walter Lassally, 
Richardson’s short documentary Momma Don’t Allow 
and a booklet of essays.

SPLINTER 

(Icon Home Entertainment, 18, retail) 

Brit abroad Toby Wilkins makes a virtue of his 
evidently modest budget by focusing on interesting 
characterisations and a single claustrophobic location 
for this tense monster movie. 

Nice couple Seth and Polly are out for a romantic 
weekend in nature when they encounter white trash 
convict Dennis and his junkie girlfriend Lacey - an 
unpleasant enough turn of events, but far worse is in 
store. 

Stranded at (and subsequently in) a remote gas 
station, the four encounter a lethal parasite which can 
occupy any organic host - dead or alive, whole or in 
parts - and walk it around in search of food. As well 
as sprouting infectious spikes, they’re also 
dangerously swift and seemingly indestructible. 
Wilkins wisely keeps his creatures on the move, 
resulting in the kind of jittery, half-glimpsed 
monstrosities that worked so well in Silent Hill and, in 
the process, cranking up the tension between bouts 
of explosively bloody mayhem. 

With its theme of being under siege from a mutating 
alien creature stirring echoes of John Carpenter’s The 
Thing, the film’s effectiveness is increased significantly 
by a script which actually invests some time in getting 
to know its characters, giving them a greater depth 
and helping the viewer to give a damn when 
something bad happens to them, while also allowing 
the capable cast something substantial in which to 
sink their teeth. 

Extras on the disc include a fistful of making-of 
featurettes, two commentaries plus a creature 
concept art gallery.
